SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The content of the magazine entitled Hard-Core 39 deals expressly with sexual 
presentations in which women are focused upon as sex objects as they pose and 
engage in sex. The women are repeatedly depicted posing their bodies so as to 
emphasise their genitals by splaying their labia and the cheeks of their buttocks 
allowing detailed views of their orifices. This conduct is degrading and dehumanising. 
The protracted views of the women's genitals dominate the publication. These are 
presented in an inspective manner intended to arouse the viewer. These factors have 
been balanced against si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Because of 
the significant weighting given to the repetitive use of strong degrading and 
dehumanising images of women under the relevant criteria of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993, the availability of the publication is injurious to the 
public good. The magazine is therefore classified as:
